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Financing Secured fer 179-Unit 
Development at Charlestowne North 


The latest residential plans being 
considered for Greenbelt call for 
high-rise apartments overlooking 
Greenbelt Lake. This information 
was released by B. F. Saul Com¬ 
pany, mortgage loan correspon¬ 
dent for Aetna Life Insurance 
Company which has agreed to 
make a mortgage loan of $1,725,000 
on a proposed eight-story building 
of Charlestowne North Apartments. 
Charles J. Bresler and Burton J. 
Reiner are owners of the property. 

Bresler, however, advised the 
News Review this week that such 
plans were only tentative and pre¬ 
liminary and had been submitted to 
Aetna solely as the basis for secur¬ 
ing a future commitment for fi¬ 
nancing the balance of the 180 
units scheduled for Charlestowne 
Village. Final plans for the area, 
he said, will be dependent upon 
many factors such as adoption of 
the master plan, location of senior 
high school and zoning. 

According to Mr. Wright, vice- 
president of B. F. Saul, the pre¬ 
liminary plans received by Aetna 
called for a 179-unit development 
to occupy 8.85 acres at Lakecrest 
Drive and Prince James Way, ad¬ 
jacent to the already-constructed 
120-unit Charlestowne Village town- 
house section. The elevator apart¬ 
ments would include efficiencies, 
1-bedroom den, 2 bedroom-den, 
doctor suite. There would also be 
a recreation area and pool. 

The announcement came as a 
surprise to Greenbelt officials. Nei¬

and Planning Commission Area 
Plan 13 nor the City’s own Master 
Plan call for high-rise apartments 
in this area. The land is zoned 
R-18, with covenants attached 
which restricts density to 7 units 
per acre. According to MNCPPC 
officials, 8-story high-rise apart¬ 
ments could not be built under 
such zoning . 

Bresler stated that he had no 
plans for rezoning or for proceeding 
with development of the area until 
final decisions are made with re¬ 
spect to the Senior High School 
site, which may include part of the 
land being considered for addition¬ 
al Charlestowne Village units. 

The Prince Georges County Board 
of Education has already started 
condemnation proceedings for 32 Ms 
acres to the west of Charlestowne 
Village and east of the Capital 
Beltway. This land is presently 
zoned RPC (Rural Planed Commun¬ 
ity). 


First 100 Days Viewed 
With Pride By CFPG 

At a joint meeting with city 
council, Lloyd Moore, chairman of 
the Citizens for a Planned Green¬ 
belt (CFPG), presented a summary 
of the accomplishments of the 
group during the first 100 days of 
its existence. 

Highlights mentioned were: 

— Formulation of a set of goals 
aimed at preserving Greenbelt as 
a planned residential community. 

— A membership drive which to 
date has secured 574 families as 
paid members and 2,100 names on 
petitions in support of the Green¬ 
belt Master Plan. 

— A meeting with the county 
commissioners in which CFPG pre¬ 
sented its objections to the Area 13 
plan and its support for the city’s 
own master plan. 

— Establishment of a solid citizen 
group with an active steering com¬ 
mittee. 

— Adoption of by-laws. 

— Contact with citizen groups in 
adjacent areas for support of 
Greenbelt Master Plan. 

—Keeping Greenbelt citizens in¬ 
formed of activities. 

Forthcoming activities of the 
group will include a review of the 
status of the school construction 
program. Concern has been ex¬ 
pressed over the apparent delay in 
acquiring a senior high school site. 
Board of Education plans an¬ 
nounced last fall hopefully looked 
toward the opening of the school 
in September 1966. 

At the next meeting of the Steer¬ 
ing Committee on July 27, city 
manager Jim Giese will be asked 
to present the details of the land 
acquisition program for parks. A 
bond issue to finance the cost of 
this program will be voted on in a 
referendum at the time of the city 
election, September 21. 

The committee agreed to schedule 
semi-monthly meetings—on July 25 
and August 10 and 24.

Statement by Lastner 

The News Review was given the 
following statement from County 
Commissioner Frank Lastner con¬ 
cerning the recent action by the 
County Commissioners: “For the 
past 27 years I have looked out for 
the people of Greenbelt and per¬ 
sonally studied both plans (Area 
Plan 13 and the Greenbelt Master 
Plan) over a long period of time. 
I have not been satisfied with ei¬ 
ther of them as evidenced by the 
results that have been publicized. 
Last Tuesday’s action was accom¬ 
plished by the unanimous support 
of the commissioners upon my 
recommendations. I have had com¬ 
mitted to me for this long period 
the support of the majority of the 
Commissioners. 

"The result of the action reduced 
the number of units in the Green¬ 
belt area by 2,000 and the popula¬ 
tion by 5,000 people. I would like 
to further state that contrary to 
what had been said-that there 
would be four lane highways 
through Greenbelt - this was never 
a danger and would not be effected 
as long as I would be holding the 
position that I do, and I had com¬ 
mitted myself to this.”

MNCPPC AREA 13 PLAN REJECTED; 
TRIANGLE IS ZONED COMMERCIAL

The Area 13 Master Plan proposed by the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission, which has been under 
critical attack by local municipalities, with Greenbelt in the fore¬ 
front, was rejected by the County Commissioners Tuesday and 
sent back to the MNCPPC for reduction of densities. 

At the same time, the Commissioners acted on 30 petitions in 
the Greenbelt area (five within the city) involving nearly 600 acres 
of land. According to city manager James K. Giese, the most 
significant rejection of a city recommendation took p^ace in relation 
to the Golden Triangle. The Commisioners approved C-2 (General 
Commercial) zoning for the area as requested by the petitioners, thus 
overruling both the Area 13 plan and the City’s own Master Plan 
which opposed a regional shopping center on the site. _ 


On the other hand, the county 
commissioners took significant ac¬ 
tion in support of the city’s posi¬ 
tion with respect to the Smith and 
Ewing property along Glenn Dale 
road, Giese said. 

On the north side of Glenn Dale 
Road approximately 84 acres were 
zoned R-55 (single family), a less 
dense zoning than that recommen¬ 
ded by the City. Another 79 acres 
were zoned R-30 (multiple family- 
low density) as recommended by 
the City, and 22 acres were set 
aside for roads and school. On 

Goddard Picketed 
As Guards Strike 

For the past week striking wor¬ 
kers of Local 275 of the United 
Plant Guard Workers of America 
have been picketing the entrances 
to Goddard Space Flight Center. 
The strike was called after the 
Wackenhut corporation, which han¬ 
dles guard duties at the center by 
contract with NASA, refused to 
grant a raise of 12 cents per hour 
to about 70 of ilfe employees. 

The raise had been part of a 
labor agreement signed last year 
between the union and Federal Ser¬ 
vices, Inc., which then held the 
contract for guarding the center. 
That agreement, signed 1 July, 1964, 
called for a 12 cent raise by 1 July 
1965, and another, of 10 cents, a 
year later. However, in December, 
1964 Federal Services was outbid 
by Wackenhut, which retained the 
guards at their old salaries of $1.84 
to $2.38 per hour but kept the ques¬ 
tion of the raise open. When no 
raise was granted by 1 July this 
year, the guards went on strike. 

Since the strike began, security 
services of Goddard have been ta¬ 
ken over by replacement workers; 
however, the strikers have main¬ 
tained constant picketing in front 
of the center’s main gate, with a 
large umbrella and a container of 
icy drink providing some relief 
from the summer’s heat. The pick¬ 
ets claim that many of Goddard’s 
contract employees refuse to cross 
their lines, thus stopping several 
construction projects going on at 
the center. Federal employees, of 
course, may not join any strike. 

The dispute is now being nego¬ 
tiated with the aid of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Service 
and the President’s Missile Sites 
Labor Commission. 

County Tax Accounts 
Increase In Number 

Reflecting the growth in Prince 
Georges County, a record number— 
or 123,918—bills for taxes for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1 are 
being sent out this week. This num¬ 
ber reflects an increase of 3,982 
over last year. 

This is the first year that taxes 
are being levied on a fiscal, rather 
than calendar year, basis. 

While all districts in the County 
increased the number of accounts, 
the largest increase this year was 
in the Belair development, which 
is included in Queen Anne and 
Bowie districts. Queen Anne had an 
increase of 304, Bowie of 606 ac¬ 
counts, for a total increase in ac¬ 
counts of 910. 

Spaulding District No. 6 in¬ 
creased by 699 accounts, Clinton 
District No. 9 by 278, and Piscat- 
awav District No. 5 by 259. 

Other notable increases came in 
Laurel district No. 10, up 290; 
Lanham No. 20, up 322; Berwyn, 
No. 21, up 226 accounts.

the south side of the road 20 acres 
were approved for R-10 (multiple 
family ,high density) which was 
contrary to the city’s recommen¬ 
dation and 32 acres were approved 
for the R-18 zoning (multi-family, 
low density) which also was con¬ 
trary to the City’s recommendation. 
However, 49 acres were zoned R-30 
in accordance with the City’s reco~ 
mmendation, with approximately 32 
acres being withheld for schools, 
roads, and churches. 

“There is a very definite reduc¬ 
tion” Giese pointed out, “in the 
density of the Smith & Ewing pro¬ 
perty over the MNCPPC Master 
Plan. Probably the net density is 
close to equalling the recommenda¬ 
tions of the City.” 

The zoning applications consi¬ 
dered by the Commissioners in¬ 
cluded petitions for 124 acres of 
high-rise and 297 acres of* garden 
apartments. They approved 76 
acres of medium-density high-rise 
and denied all but seven acres 
of the conventional garden apart¬ 
ment zoning, approving instead a 
less dense apartment category for 
238 acres. In all decisions the 
Commissioners chopped down the 
requested densities, and in one ma¬ 
jor package of zoning they re¬ 
duced by 5,000 the possible popula¬ 
tion of nearly 23,000. 

Reaction 

According to reports in the metro¬ 
politan newspapers, the zoning ac¬ 
tions appeared to signal a major 
change in zoning policy by the 
Commissioners. 

“They showed a change in our 
thinking, and possibly in the poli¬ 
tical climate,” Commissioner Gla¬ 
dys N. Spellman said later. “Now 
we’re listening to the people - not 
just the developers.” 

Commissioner chairman Jessie 
S. Baggett agreed that the rejec¬ 
tion of the plan signaled a change 
in the board’s attitude toward zon¬ 
ing, but noted “this change was 
forced upon us by all this zoning 
at one time.” 

In explaining the board’s action, 
Baggett also said that the county 
has neither the roads nor sewer 
systems to handle the thousands of 
people envisioned in the Area 13 
plan. 

In returning the Area 13 plan 
back to MNCPPC Chairman Wil¬ 
liam J. Stevens, Baggett said that 
the plan, in the meantime, would be 
used “merely as a guide.” 

The Washington Star, yesterday 
morning, reported that Stevens, in 
response to the decision to return 
the MNCPPC plan, charged that 
the Commissioners were needlessly 
delaying adoption of the plan. “The 
longer you wait, the tougher it’s 
going to be”, he said. “Come hell 
or high water, you’ve got to make 
the decision.” 

Stevens said the major differen¬ 
ces between the planners and citi¬ 
zens who criticized the plan were 
in the Greenbelt area and were 
solved yesterday by the Commis¬ 
sioner’s zonings. 

“I’m making every effort to keep 
density down, not just here, but 
everywhere in the County,” he said.

Effective immediately, all swim¬ 
ming pool passes will be sold at the 
pool.

City Manager 
James Giese announced.
